the jail elevator taking him into the basement to transfer him to the County. p _ 

Captain Fritz asked if everything was in readiness, and I stepped outside 
dail Office into the hallway leading to the basement where 1 stopped. Captain 
Fritz came out of the dail Office, followed by the detectives and Oswald. 


They had passed where 1 was standing approximately six or seven feet ^n'saw , 
a man lunge toward Oswald and heard a shot. I saw several officers grab the man 
with the pistol and wrestle him to the floor. Immediately, they picked him up . 
and brought him into the dail Office and disarmed him. 

into the dail Office and laid him on the floor. I called for a doctor and an 
ambulance, Code 3* 

As they were taking the man who did the shooting from the floor, 1 

him as dack Ruby, who is a night olub operator and well known in police circles. 

Ruby was placed on the Jail elevator and taken upstairs. 

The dail Intern came into the dail Office and tried to give Oswald some attention, 
but the ambulance arrived, he was placed in it and taken to Parkland Hospital.

Spur, 1717 S. Ervay, and The Vagas Club, 3938 Oak Lawn, both on and off duty.
